Further, the human body is poſſeſſed of 
the power either of accommodating itſelf to, 
or reliſting the effects of many active and 
noxious bodies, when they are conſtantly and 
gradually applied in ſmall quantities, which. 
would injure many of the functions of life, 
nay even in ſome caſes bring on death, were 
they given in large doſes at firſt. This may 
be illuſtrated by the effects of opium, of hem- 
lock, and of tobacco on the human body. 
Every one knows, that a perſon, by conflantly 
accuſtoming himſelf to make uſe of theſe 
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drugs, in ſmall quantities, will in time acquire

Of the CUR E. 


In ſeQion firſt, I have faithfully related the 
dete phanomena attendant on this diſeaſe ; in 
the third and fourth 1 have endeavoured to 
aſcertain the cauſes which produced theſe 
phenomena ; and in this I ſhall attempt to 
point out the means, which, from experience, 

I have found to be the moſt effeQual in bring- 
ing about an early and ſalutary termination. 


Alter having attentively conſidered the 
facts delivered in the preceding ſections, I 


* 
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think we cannot heſitate a moment in dedu- 


eing the following concluſions. . 


1. That the diſeaſe in a great meaſure 
conſiſts in extreme debility. 


2. In a tendency of the fluids towards 
putrefadtion. 


The obvious indications of cure, then, are 


1. To remove the cauſes, or obviate the 


effects of that debility.

2. To obviate or correct the tendency 


of the fluids towards putrefaction. 


At whatever period of the diſeaſe I am cal- 


led to a patient, my firſt care is to remove, if 
poſſible, every cauſe of the diſeaſe which con- 
tinues to ſubſiſt.

A ſtrict obſervance of theſe circumſlan⸗ 
ces, eſpecially i in the early ſtages of the Fever, 
tended much to mitigate its virulence; and 
prevented the diſorder from ſpreading. On 
the contrary the negle& of them was, I am 


ſatisfied, trequently attended with dangerous 


and fatal conſequences; which nobody I think 
will doubt, when I inform them chat I have been 
often called to patients on the eighth, ninth, 


tenth, and eleventh days of the Fever, _ 
: found them in a ſmall dirty room; ; the bed 


near a large fire, where the victuals were 


preparing for the reſt of the family; the bed 


curtains cloſe drawn ; ; the ſheets, and ſhirt 
upon the patient s back, almoſt black with 
9 
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dirt, ſo that he was immerſed in a putrid u-. 
via, rendered highly poiſonous by ſtagnation, 
heat, and conſequent fermentation. 


If the patient lamented the death of ſome 
friend or relation, his ſorrow was attempted 
to be ſoothed; and if he was fearful and 
anxious, as was often the caſe, about his own 
fate, he was always encouraged with hopes of 
a ſpeedy recovery. Fear operates as an ex- 
ceſlive debilitating power on the human body, 
and when it acts in conjunction with human | 
euvia ſeldom fails to produce fever. Every 
thing therefore which tends in the leaſt to 
excite this paſſion of the mind, eſpecially in 
thoſe who are already ſick, ought to be cau- 
tiouſly avoided. This obſervation leads me 
to take notice of ſome cuſtoms very pre- 
valent in Carliſie, and which in oppoſition to 
this ſalutary caution, tend much to alarm and 
terrify the „ck.

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1. Upon the death of any inhabitant,

What is the conſequence ? A patient is 
confined to his bed, his body is debilitated to 
the laſt degree, his ſpirits are depreſſed, he 
hears theſe repeated and ſucceſſive notices of | 
death ; it may be perhaps of the death of 
ſome friend or near relation : he is anxious 
and alarmed ; and if ſenſible, | concludes as 
| diſponding people uſually do, that his fate will 
be the next; upon which he is ſeized with 
ſudden terror, which increaſes his weakneſs, 
aggravates all his complaints, and ſometimes 
it is to be feared renders a diſeaſe fatal, which 
might otherwiſe have yielded to the power of 
medicine,

Tn ages of popiſh ignorance and ſuperſti- 

tion, ſuch ceremonies, might perhaps be 
thought conducive to the future happineſs 
and repoſe of the dead; we are now how-_ 
ever certain their only tendency is to injure 
the living, and as ſuch, with all due deference, | 
we recommend to the fuperior judgements of 
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dur reſpectable magiſtrates and clergy their 
abolition, eſpecially during the continuance — 
of a fatal epidemic diſeaſe“. ; 


Theſe circumſtances being premiſed, I now [|

1 happy to inform tlie public, that, upon my 
repreſenting the evil tendeney of theſe ceremonies to

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caſe, I ordered the patient the ſaline mixture, 


and if there were evident ſymptoms of coſ. 


tiveneſs, a ſmall portion of tartar emetic was 
added to it; a medicine which I had often 
uſed, and with apparent ſucceſs in flow nervous 
fevers.f I took care however that the quan- 
tity of the tartar emetic ſhould not be ſufficient 
to excite any great degree either of nauſea 
or vomiting, for in ſome caſes where the nau. 
fea proceeded to actual vomiting, I found all 


the ſymptoms were conſiderably aggravated. 


And as the epidemic advanced, and I had 


greater opportunities of aſcertaining the na- 


ture of the diſeaſe, I altogether laid it aſide 


as an uſeleſs or even as a noxious medicine.

It happened, however, more uſually that I | 


did not ſee the patient till the firſt ſtage of the 
diſeaſe was finiſhed; in ſuch caſes, rather than 


overload the patient's ftomach with too much 


medicine, I altogether ommitted the ſaline 


mixture, and entirely confided in the uſe of 


bark and wine, and was ſeldom diſappointed, 


The tonic, cordial, ſtimulant and antiſeptic 
qualities of theſe remedies in a remarkable, 
manner increaſed the vigour of the ſyſtem, 


and in a great meaſure preventd any tendency 


to putrefaction. For by a copious and liberal 
uſe of them, the pulſe became flower, and

According to the age, ſex, conſtitution of 
the patient, and urgency of the ſymptoms» 
different quantities of wine were ad miniſtered · 
1 had no opportunity of ſeeing any very young 
children in.the diſcaſe, and when it affected 
children from eight to twelve or fourteen 
years of age, it was in general very mild. 
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T0 o adulte uſually ordered from one e bott le 
to two bottles and one half, in the ſpace of 
twenty- -four hours; and I believe more might 
have been taken with advantage, for I never 
| ſaw any bad effects from an exceſs, tho? [ have 
perceived evident ones from a too ſparing uſe 
of this grateful cordial. Indeed I often found 
it a difficult matter to perſuade the nurſes to 
adminiſter it in ſufficient quantities, ſome 
were deterred by prejudices, but more I be- 
lieve were prevented by poverty. Almoſt 
in every caſe it was my conſtant cuſtom on 
leaving the patient to urge the plentiful uſe of 
wine. In this method I conſtantly perſevered 
till a change took place, which was in general 

favourable, when the quantity of wine was 
| gradually diminiſhed and the patient was ſup- 
ported by ſtrong freſh broth, panada &c. and 


in a little time by ſolid animal food. 
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Soon after this Fever made its appearance 
I bad recourſe to pediluvium, but 1 quickly 
found it was rather prejudicial than uſeful, 
for the debility was in many caſes ſo extreme 
that the patient ſometimes fainted during the 
operation, and was always very much fati- 
gued, which more than counterbalanced the 
{timulating and antiſpaſmodic effects of the

' Fomentations however of the feet and legs, 
by means of ſeveral folds of flannel wrung 
| . out of hot water, were afterwards uſed with 
apparent advantage, for in this caſe the fatigue 
occaſioned by the operation was very incon- 


ſiderable. 


Bliſters ſeemed to have little or no effect 
upon the general ſyſtem, or in raiſing the 
pulſe, but when applied behind the ſhoulders 
or to the nape of the neck, their operation 
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vas obvious in abating the violent pain of the 
head. A young girl about nine years old 
Was affected with the Fever, and particularly 
complained of a very ſevere and acute pain 
in her head. The ſurgeon! who attended her 
preſcribed the ſaline mxiture with tartar emetic' 
in ſmall quantities, and took about five or ſix 
ounces of blood from her arm, in hopes of 
relieving the head ach, but without effect, for 
it rather increaſed after the bleeding. 1 was 
fent for the next day, and notwithſtanding her 
pulſe was ſtronger than in moſt inſtances. of 
this Fever, I adviſed a bliſter to be imme- 
diately applied betwixt her ſhoulders, which 
ſoon removed the pain in her head. She was 
at the ſame time ordered to take a ſtrong de- 
coction of the bark with plenty of wine which 

ſoon freed her from all complaints. I after- 
wards in ſimilar circumſtances, always pre- 
ſcribed blifters, and SHEET with ſimilar _ 


: ſucceſs, 


A Diarrſiæa often occurred in the ſecond. 
ſtage. of the diſcaſe, ſometimes even in the 
fixſt, Whether it was occaſioned by the bark, 
or was a conſequence of the previous debility 
is a matter of no great moment. It was al- | 
* ways a diſagreeable, often a dangerous ſy mp- | 
tom, and never to be trilled with; for when 
it was even moderate it never failed to weaken , 
the patient greatly. Diſregarding therefore 
all ill grounded apprehenſions of blocking up 
the paſſages and retaining a putrid fomes in 
the inteſtinal canal, I conſtantly attempted to 
put a ſtop to the evacution a8 quiekly as poſſi- 
ble, and where I was fortunate enough to ſuc- 
cced my patients always recovered,

In urgent caſes an anodyne draught with 


thirty or forty drops of tin&. thebaic. was 
given at bedtime. By this method 1 ge- 
nerally ſucceeded in reſtraining the diarrhea, 
and, as the ſtools became leſs frequent they 
became better coloured, and toſs putrid and 
offenſive. 
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If on the other hand ſeveral days elapſed 


without any evacuation by ſtool, a ſimple 
injection of warm milk and water had the de- 
fired effect. I was however by no means 


anxious about the retention of the fæces, and 


in the ſecond and laſt ſtages of the diſcaſe ſel- 
dom ordered a glyſter, unleſs there were evi- 


dent ſymptoms of irritation in the bowels in 


conſequence of ſuch retention. 


Likewiſe in other caſes of extreme debility 


and danger altho not attended with a diarrhæa, 
I have often adminiſtered opuim is a more

It ſometimes happened that the patient was 
affected with ſymptoms of a cold or catarrh, 
and in ſuch caſes the pulſe was not altogether 
fv ſmall and weak as I have before repreſented 
in the hiſtory of the Fever ; andin one par- 
ticular inſtance I found the pulſe fo ſtrong 


that I ſhould have been induced to have drawn 


a little blood, had I not been previouſly ac- 
quainted with the nature of the prevailing 
epidemic, and the dangerous conſequences of 
bleeding. When the ſituation of the patient 
was ſuch, the only difference of my practice 
conſiſted in adminiſtering his wine and medi- 
cines a little warm, and if the cough was 
very troubleſome, I omitted, tho* perhaps 
without any great reaſon, the uſe of the rad.

With reſpect to the anomalous ſymptoms, 
ſuch as a difficulty of making water and in 
conſequence of it a ſwelling of the abdomen,

patient recovered from the fever and was 


able to get out of bed, the diſcharge of urine 


not only became free but copious, which in a. 
very little time diminiſhed the tumour of the 


belly. 


Through the whole courſe of the diſeaſe, | 


when fruit could be procured, the patient 
was defired to eat as much of it as he pleaſed, 
except when contra-indicated by a diarrhæa. 


By ſteadily purſuing this method from the. 


beginning, the patient was not only ſaved, but 


the ſymptoms were rendered more moderate, 
andthe duration of the diſcaſe much ſhortened, ; 


Every perſon who is the leaſt acquainted with 


medicine, after atte atively reading the hiſtory, 
ſymproms, and cauſes of this Fever will readi- 


ly perceive that bleeding muſt be highly im- 
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proper. In confirmation of which I have 
now only to obſerve, that towards the firſt ap- 


pearance of the diſorder, before its nature had 


been clearly aſcertained, and perhaps where
